CCA  IN  ACTION 


Transportation, 

Infrastructure  &  Energy 
Committee 

This  morning,  CCA  members  heard  about  LADWP’s 
“Summer  Shift”  and  other  business  incentives,  and 
they  learned  about  Hyperloop  technology  at  the 
Transportation,  Infrastructure  and  Energy  Committee 
meeting. 

The  next  few  months  will  be  crucial  for  the  Los 
Angeles  Department  of  Water  &  Power  (LADWP). 

With  stored  natural  gas  reserves  severely  limited,  the 
Department  is  planning  to  avoid  power  outages 
caused  by  heat  storms  this  summer.  Energy  efficiency 
incentives  and  other  programs  are  being  offered  to 
entice  business  owners  to  adopt  power  saving 
technologies. 


This  week,  CCA  spoke  at  the  L.A. 
County  Board  of  Supervisors  in 
support  of  a  quarter  cent  increase 
in  the  sales  tax  to  support 
homeless  services.  This  proposal 
had  the  potential  to  create  $355 
million  annually  in  new  revenues. 
However,  the  Board  moved  forward 
with  placing  a  Special  Use  Tax  on 
Marijuana  on  the  November  ballot. 

It  has  the  potential  to  create 
$78-$130  million,  if  the  recreational 
use  of  marijuana  is  approved.  The 
Special  Tax  requires  67%  of  voter 
approval.  CCA  will  continue  to 
advocate  for  more  funding  to 
bolster  homeless  services  like 
increasing  the  amount  of 
recuperative  care  beds,  jail  in  reach 
programs,  mental  health  services 
and  substance  abuse  counseling.
